DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Several of our nationally known comedians, 
specifically Jerry Seinfeld of East Hampton, 
Louis CK of Shelter Island and Shock Jock 
Howard Stern, were seen arm-in-arm, walking 
across the Bridgehampton platform headed, 
they said, for Montauk. 


CLOSING DOOR WALK-IN CLINIC 

With the new legal disclaimer now on the 
back of every subway card declaring Hamptons 
Subway not responsible for injuries suffered by 
riders failing to look out for the closing doors 
as they enter and leave the cars, Commissioner 
Aspinall, responding to angry letters from 
injured riders, has established a new Closing 
Door Walk-in Medical Clinic for anyone so 
injured. Riders, after being hit and injured, have 
to merely stay on the train to the Water Mill 
Stop, get off (or be helped off) and go right into 


the Hamptons Subway Walk-In Closing Door 


Clinic, which has its-entrance on the eastbound ~ 


platform wall there. Trained nurses are on duty 
24 hours a day, except for when the system 
is closed for maintenance at night. Trained 
technicians can operate triage equipment, X-ray 
machines, MRI machines, and machines that 
put arms back into sockets. They can also do 
bandages, dispense aspirins or Rolaids and put 
legs in casts.

POLICE SEEKING CRIMES 

The Hamptons Police announced this week that 
they are urgently requesting information from 
local citizens about potential crimes that they 
might witness, “It’s the slow season for us, too,” 
says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch.

Tesla, Edison, 


The Battle to Light the Night and Transmit Sound on the East End

n 1908, a physicist from Croatia who was 

building an enormous electric power plant 
here on Long Island’s East End wrote: 

“As soon as completed, it will be possible 
for a business man in New York to dictate 
instructions, and have them instantly appear 
- in type at his office in London or elsewhere. 
He will be able to call up, from his desk, and 
talk to any telephone subscriber on the globe, 
without any change whatever in the existing 
‘equipment. An inexpensive instrument, not 
bigger than a watch, will enable its bearer to 
hear anywhere, on sea or land, music or song, 
the speech of a political leader, the address of 
an eminent man of science, or the sermon of an 
eloquent clergyman, delivered in some other 
place, however distant. In the same manner 
any picture, character, drawing or print can be 
transferred from one to another place. Millions 
of such instruments can be operated from but 
one plant of this kind. More important than all 
of this, however, will be the transmission of 
power, without wires, which will be shown on a 
scale large enough to carry conviction.” 

That date is not a typographical error. This 
was 109 years ago. The man who wrote this was 
predicting the invention of the smartphone. 

Nikola Tesla was 52 years old at that time. 


His projected power plant, soaring 190 feet into 
the sky and backed by J.P. Morgan with the 
equivalent in today’s dollars of $100 million, 
was going up in Shoreham, Long Island. 

Today it lies in ruins, not far from the ruins 
of the $6 billion Shoreham Nuclear Power Plant 
that was abandoned before its completion in 
1992—a remarkable coincidence. 


However, last month on Sunday, December | 


11, a plaque was presented by the American 
Physical Society at the abandoned laboratory 
on the site of the Tesla Power Plant, declaring 
it a “World Historic Site.” In addition, a group 
called Friends of Science, spearheaded by Jane 
Alcorn, has been created, which plans to fully 
restore the laboratory in the next three years. 
It will re-open as a study house, a museum 
about Nikola Tesla and his dream. The rest 
of the 16-acre campus will become the home 
of a start-up business complex for the new 
Tesla Science Center. Fittingly, $1 million of the 
$20 million needed for that restoration has 
already been pledged by Elon Musk, the founder 
of SpaceX and Tesla Motors. It should not be too 
hard to find the rest, given the foresight of this 
man Tesla and his incredible accomplishments. 

Tesla was born in what is now Croatia 


in 1856 to a priest in the Serbian Orthodox — 


Church. When he was 19 and.a student at the 
Polytechnic Institute in Graz, Austria, he got

into an argument with his professor about the 
use of DC (direct current) motors. He felt these 
motors would be more efficient if the current 
were alternating. But how to do it? It had never 
been done. 

As a result of this, Tesla designed and built 
the first induction motor in order to prove its 
practicality. It was also his belief that he could 
create an electrical disturbance in the world 
that could be used to transmit information and 
energy, which could be picked up, wirelessly, 
by small devices. Near his campus residence 
in Austria, Tesla created several of these 
charging devices and was able to show wireless 
transmission of electrical charges at a distance. 
He could light bulbs with these disturbances, or 
“gas discharge tubes” as he called them. 

In 1884, he cameto America with four cents and 
a letter in his pocket from Charles Batchelor—a 
former employee of Thomas Edison—who 
wrote to Edison to introduce young Tesla. 

“My dear Edison: I know two great men 
and you are one of them. The other is this 
young man!” 

Thomas Edison, at this point in his career, 
was already quite famous as an inventor. He 
had, in the years before, worked on the 
development of the telephone (1877), invented 
the phonograph (1878) and the electric 
incandescent light bulb (Continued on next page)

(1879)—using DC electric generators. He’d apart and wirelessly separated fromeach other. grip so that the whole of the 


opened a power plant for his electricity in the 
city of New York (1882). 

And he’d also done work himself on eastern 
Long Island. He’d demonstrated the electric 
parlor lamp in Riverhead at their new music 
hall (1881), now the Vail-Leavitt Music Hall. The 
next summer he went down to Quogue and built 
a 600-square-foot factory on concrete pylons 
right on the ocean beach, which would house 
equipment to separate iron ore—the black slick 
of metal grains that sometimes washes up onto 
our beaches—from the regular sand. It failed 
just weeks after it opened, however—no iron. - 

Anyway, Edison met Tesla at his laboratory in 
New Jersey and he hired him. He told Tesla— 
according to Tesla, anyway—that he would give 
Tesla $50,000 if he, Tesla, could improve on the 
DC generators. 

Tesla did that, and, again according to Tesla, 
Edison reneged on what he said he’d pay 
him. Edison told him that when he became a 
full-fledged American, he would appreciate an 
American joke. 

As a result of this, Tesla quit Edison and went 
out on his own, building a lab nearby. Soon, 
with funding provided by entrepreneur George 
Westinghouse Jr., he continued his experiments 
with alternating current to make it more and 
more powerful. 

Tesla demonstrated his work on a stage 
before members of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers in New York City in 1891. 
He had two light bulbs on a table three feet 


Turning a dial, both light bulbs lit. It had 
been done with magnetism creating generators 
behind metal panels at each end of the table. 

Tesla took out dozens of patents on his 
discovery. He felt he needed to show how it 
worked on a bigger scale to impress investors, 
and so, with Westinghouse’s blessing, he went 
out west and built a wooden building atop 
Pike’s Peak in Colorado, with one of his small 
steel magnetic charging domes on the roof. He 
set light bulbs in. windows in the then small 
town of Colorado Springs nearby, and at his 
command, he turned on his AC motors and the 
lightning began to dance. Turning it up all the 
way, he lit the entire town of Colorado Springs. 
Above the ball atop the building, an angry blue 
cloud began glowing in the sky. As a result, 
after a minute or two, Tesla turned it off and 
everything went dark again. 

With this success; Tesla sought out further 
funding. J.P. Morgan offered to put up the 
money for a still larger plant. Tesla returned 
to New York City in 1900 and in 1901 began 
construction of Wardenclyffe, this enormous 
power facility at Shoreham. He hired architect 
Stanford White—who had done Madison 
Square Garden and many vacation homes for 
the wealthy on the East End of Long Island—to 
design it with the 55-ton metal sphere way up 
above the building on its steel pylons. 

“In this system I have invented, it is necessary 
for the machine to grip the earth, otherwise, 
it cannot shake the earth. It has to have a 


‘globe can quiver,” Tesla wrote. 


Soon, a brick building was created as a power 
station and the great metal sphere rose on a 
tall tower nearby. But then, in 1901, Tesla found 
that the costs had exceeded what J.P. Morgan 
had already given him. 

This coincided with two startling events. One 


was that the country was falling into a recession 


and money was tight. The other was that an 
Italian inventor named Guglielmo Marconi had 
suddenly demonstrated the use of radio waves 
for long distance transmission. In late 1901, he 
built a tall metal tower 300 feet high in Cornwall, 
England and another such tower in Nova Scotia, 
and instantaneously transmitted a message 
across the ocean without wires. Tesla sued 
Marconi. Marconi, he claimed, had stolen the 
work of 17 U.S. patents Tesla had on this sort of 
work. It was true. Yet Marconi had accomplished 
in reality what Tesla had hoped to do, at far less 
cost. All you had to do was build inexpensive 
towers about 10 miles apart from one another. 
And very soon Marconi’s backers began doing 
that. That year, the second tower in America 
was built at Sagaponack, Long Island, and 
the third one further west in Bay Shore. A few 
years after that, Marconi won the Nobel Prize 
for physics. 

In this new situation, J.P. Morgan refused 
to provide additional funding. And no further 
funding could be had. And so Tesla, around 
1907, stopped working at Shoreham. Although 
nearly completed, _ it (Continued on page 20) 
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- Whither English? 


Will the Language Leave the EU? Will It Be Renamed “American?”

ritish Prime Minister Theresa May spoke last 

LJ week to say that England’s withdrawal from 

the EU would be done swiftly and completely 

and would include leaving the EU Single Market. 

Well, so much for the hope that they might have 
changed their minds and called it off. 

This made me wonder, will the EU try to expel 
the English language from the EU? About one 
third of all the documents in the EU are printed 
in English, the other two thirds in French and 
German. Fact is, without England, the French 
are already talking about dumping English. 
And many officials agree with that. A Polish 
lawmaker named Danuta Hibner said, “If we 
don’t have the UK, we don’t have English.” 

So what will happen? The truth is that 
throughout the world, English is generally the 
language that is used in diplomacy. | don’t 
know why English got to be what it is. Does 
it have more sophisticated words? Are the 
meanings clearer? Is it easier to physically say? I 
have no idea. Maybe it is just easier to be polite 
in English. 

An interesting article in the New York Times 
last week highlighted the intricacies of this 
dilemma the EU now faces. The executives and 
officials of the EU, a group from 28 countries 
that speaks more than 23 languages back 
home, usually informally speak to one another 


in English. But they respect one another’s 
languages. If a member were to leave, there was 
a rule that that country’s language could be 
sent off with it. 
Today, at least half a dozen of the 28 members 
of the EU rely on English, or want to rely on it, 
and can almost be counted upon to veto that 
vote. Countries that might oppose sending 
English off could include Ireland, which does 
all its documentation in English even though it 
has declared Irish Gaelic, almost unintelligible 
to outsiders, to be the national Irish language. 
Also opposing this would be Malta, which 
relies on English for its own government papers, 
and likely many of the countries in Eastern 


Europe, which embrace the use of English in 


almost all diplomatic encounters. 

Also in the beginning, when there were 
only six members, another rule was passed 
that said everything at the EU would be 
translated into the language being used by 
each of the member countries. It would respect 
everybody’s language. Keep it on the up-and- 
up. Keep the languages from fading away. We 
are a crazy quilt. This was not too hard at first. 
Six was no big deal. The rule also said that 
should any more European countries join up, 
they would have the option of their language 


- getting translated, too. It was a guarantee that 


lured in more and more members. Today, with 
28 members, this is a big, big problem. The 


annual cost of doing the translation comes 
up to a very significant sum, over 1 billion 
euros, just to keep everyone knowing what 
everyone else is saying. It was also declared 
by many as one of the major reasons—along 
with immigration—that the English voted to 
leave the EU. The English objected to all the 
bureaucracy and paperwork and people from 
abroad being official and telling them what 
to do (in their native languages, if they didn’t 
speak English). They wanted their Jolly Old 
England back. 

Ireland, by the way, does not get everything 
translated into Gaelic. It’s tough to do, for one 
thing. And for another it would incur enormous 
expense. As a result, the Irish have only gently 
urged it. They are happy for the moment with 
the EU promise that, someday, they would 
follow up on this law. 

On the other hand, in 2015, an Irish member 
of the European Parliament named Liadh Ni 
Riada went on strike about not having Gaelic 
translated. Her strike consisted of spending 
one entire week at her desk in Brussels 
speaking only in Gaelic. Finally, she stopped, 
although she said she might do it again. Well, 
nobody cares. 

The Duchy of Luxembourg also. has not had 
their language—Luxembourgish—officially 
recognized by the EU. Luxembourg, before 
joining the EU, wrote (Continued on next page) 
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its laws in French. And I suspect, they were just 
so happy to be joining up that they made no 
trouble about keeping Luxembourgish alive. 
Finally, the New York Times writes about 
Turkish. Turkey, which would have its language 
upgraded into translation mode if it were to 
ever join the EU, which it sometimes says it 
wants to do and sometimes says it doesn’t. 
Nevertheless Turkish may be a language to be 
translated into the EU in the near future for 
another reason entirely. The Island of Cyprus is 


currently using Greek, 


But nearly half the island is Turkish, and for 
20 years now, after a group of civil skirmishes, 
the Island has been, from a governmental 
perspective, divided in two with the one half 
speaking Turkish and the other half Greek. 
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Still red, white and blue... 


Turkish into the EU might be a good bargaining 
tool. You’d have an island getting two different 
language translations. And maybe a peace 
treaty would get signed. 

As for us here in America, although we are not 
and will never be in the EU, there is something 
to be said about the EU continuing to use the 
native language of America. That’s right. We 
have adopted English. The English may have 
started English. But they’ve lost it. It’s ours 
now. And it should have its name changed 
to American. 

I mean, true Americans speak English, right? 
Isn’t that what Trump’s people say? All those 
foreign people should keep all those languages 
to themselves and speak OUR language. 

England is just a little bitty island. The 
language of diplomacy must be saved. And 
changed. It’s an American thing. The whole rest 
of the world knows it. That is our destiny. This 
very article is being written in American. Just 
change the name. 

I think there is a clear precedent for this. It’s 
with Obamacare. The new administration says 
that Obamacare will be no more. It is going 
down the toilet. Collapse under its own weight. 
They will come up with a new plan. It will be 
Trump Care. 

Fact is, it will be a name change. Obamacare 
needs fixing, nobody denies that. It’s gone six 
years with the Republicans refusing to allow 
any of its flaws to get fixed. So it’s struggling. All 
because of that name. 

The Republicans are going to tinker with it, 
take the sign saying Obamacare down, and put 
a new sign up reading Trump Care. It will be 
“all new” to the general public. And nobody will 
care, as long as it works. 

Well, America works. We speak American. It 
used to be that we spoke English, but we took 
it down and put American up.

B ravo debuted a new TV series last week. It’s 
called Summer House, it’s set in Montauk 
(filmed largely in Napeague), and says so, and I 
watched an episode of it the other night. Here’s 
a review of it. 

The house itself is a huge mansion that 
_ eight people ages 26 to 34 have rented for the 

summer. The rental price for the summer was 
likely around $160,000, because the house is 
available for that for next summer and prices 
have remained steady in real estate rentals in 
recent times. So they would have each had to 
pony up about $20,000 for 16 weekends last 
year, an amount that is about a quarter of their 
annual salary, given the level on the corporate 
ladder they are presented as coming from. 

Christine is an entertainment reporter, Carl is 
a dental sales manager, Kyle is an entrepreneur 
and so forth and so on.

They wake up hung 
over next to the boyfriend or girlfriend they are 
trying out.

The typical TV viewer watching this is 


probably, in the absence of any middle class, 


a lower-class American. It’s hard to imagine 
a family of four living in a trailer park in Ohio 
relating to this.

- Although filmed in Montauk, as other TV 
shows have been, there’s not much Montauk 
in it. That’s because the Town of East Hampton 
refused to give Summer House a permit to film on 
public property last spring when the producers 
had asked. Other shows being filmed here got 
them. But with this one, everybody thought 
there would be 35 slobs with mattresses on the 
floor of a three-bedroom house all weekend, 
condoms hanging from the trees, people peeing 
in the pool and music playing all night at boom- 
box volume. Montauk has a little of that, but 
showing it would be bad. Anyhow, in the end, 
perhaps advised by Bravo lawyers or PR people 
or someone, the show doesn’t show much 
Montauk—except from the air. 

There are frequent fly-overs of Montauk,

however, apparently inserted there instead 
of scenes at Navy Beach or Shagwong or the 
fishing village or the lighthouse, because the 
suits must have said nobody can stop you 
from filming from the air. So Montauk looks 
like Anytown USA, but one with a beach and 
oversized homes. 

None ofthe stars carry the day, and together as 
a group, they don’t either. The cinematography 
is fast cuts, partying, cooking burgers, lounging 
around, guzzling vodka, going off to ride bikes 
(but not being filmed riding on public streets). 
It’s shot with split-screen sometimes, and 
multiple images at other times. It’s ho hum, sort 
of Survivor meets The Bachelor. 

Years ago, I interviewed a man who was 
a legendary figure at a New York City 
advertising agency. He now had a house out 
here. But back in his youth, he was in a 
Westhampton group house. Same crowd as 
now, but a generation earlier and with lower 
real estate prices. 

“How did you meet your wife?” I asked him. 

“It was in the wee small hours of a 
Saturday night at the group house I had 
just joined. She was there, too, it turned out. 
My key wouldn’t work in the front door, so in 
the dark, I went around the side and climbed 
through a kitchen window and into the sink 
where, as it happened at that hour, she was 
doing dishes.” 

I say, next year, give these polite upscale 
people a license to film on public property. ge 
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just never opened. The following year, Tesla 
abandoned Wardenclyffe. It was a bitter defeat, 
and though now approaching 60, he vowed to 
go on. 

“It is not a dream, it is a simple feat of scientific 
electrical engineering, only expensive—blind, 
fainthearted doubting world. Humanity is not 
yet sufficiently advanced to be willingly led 
by the discoverer’s keen searching sense.... 
Perhaps it is better in this present world of ours 
that a revolutionary idea or invention instead of 
being helped and patted, be hampered and ill- 
treated in its adolescence—by want of means, 
by selfish interest, pedantry, stupidity and 
ignorance; that it be attacked and stifled...” 

If Tesla was getting funding from Morgan 
and Westinghouse, Edison meanwhile was 
getting financial backing from a wide variety 
of investors. Still in control of his company, he 
soon changed the name of it from Edison to 
General Electric, and as a result made a fortune. 
Tesla’s arrangement with Westinghouse did 
not go the same way. Westinghouse took over 
Tesla’s company but offered him a hefty profit 
share. At a certain point after that recession hit, 
however, Westinghouse said they were about to 
go bankrupt and could not go on unless Tesla 
tore up his contract with them where it said 
they’d give him the profit share. Tesla agreed. 
Financially, it was the biggest mistake he 
ever made. 

Edison also made mistakes. He’d continued 
on in his quest for iron ore, even if he didn’t find 
any in Quogue, and in the years that followed 
he began a mining operation that operated in 
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five states in the Northeast, but found he could 
not easily obtain iron profitably. Edison, or 
more specifically his backers, lost more than 
$100 million on this. 

Edison also tried to create talking motion 
pictures. Using film projected on a screen while 
playing a recording on his early phonograph, 
he developed what he called the Kinescopic 
system of Talking Motion Pictures, and in 
1914 showed it off in Riverhead at the Music 
Hall where he had demonstrated electrical 
illumination 20 years before. His films included 
Julius Caesar and A Scene from Faust, but his 
system never caught on and he had to abandon 
it the following year. 

Around 1910, after his defeats, Tesla retreated 
to an apartment on the Upper West Side where, 
some friends and admirers said, he began to 
lose his mind. He became fascinated with the 
number 3. He’d count his steps. He’d only 
eat specially prepared food, and he’d prepare 
himself by washing his hands and drying them 
free of germs and sitting down to eat, all in three 
motions. Everything had to be in threes. He also 
began spending time in the park with pigeons. 
He had names for them. On one particular night, 
he said, a white pigeon came through an open 
window at his apartment to sit on his sill and 
tell him that his work on this earth was done. 

He died in his apartment in 1943 at the age. 
of 86. 

After his death, a high court, still struggling 
with the issue of who patented what first, 
Marconi or Tesla, ruled in Tesla’s favor. And 


that was that.

Note: In researching this article, I at first 
believed that the highly visible 500-foot tower 
built in Napeague was somehow a project 
of either Tesla or Marconi. It was not. 
Other companies around America went into 
business building towers to transmit Morse 
code messages to ships at sea. This one was 
originally built by the MacKay Company in 
1927. If you look closely, you will see that the 
abandoned concrete buildings at its base, which 
still remain, were constructed in the Art Deco 
style popular in those years. The two towers 
in Napeague were built 1,000 feet apart with a 
wire between them. Both collapsed during the 
Hurricane of 1938 but were put. back up. Then, 
in the late 1960s, with both towers no longer in 
use, one of the two was dismantled and carted 
away. Today, the other is home to osprey and 
is also in use as a communication tower by the 
New York State Police. 

Another tower on Long Island with an 
interesting story was built. in Sayville in 
1912 for the German firm Telefunken. When 
America went to war against Germany four 
years later, it was found that Telefunken was 
transmitting information back to Berlin about 
American ships at sea, including the giant 
cruise ship Lusitania, which German submarines 
torpedoed in 1915 off the Irish coast, killing 
1,200 passengers. And so, the U.S. Navy seized 
the Sayville tower and, after the war, turned 
it over to MacKay. At that height, it was 
considered MacKay’s flagship tower during 
those years. 
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This Week’s Cover Artist: Joseph Reboli

This week’s cover artist, 
_ Joseph Reboli, passed away 
in 2004. The Port Jefferson 
| native and U.S. Army veteran 
held his first solo exhibition 
in 1971, and that was only 
the beginning. His work has 
appeared as part of five 
museum exhibitions, more 
than 20 solo exhibitions, 
and is collected privately 
throughout both America and Europe. 

Six years ago Reboli’s widow, Lois Reboli, 
Colleen Hanson and B.J. Intini started a 
nonprofit to collect and preserve his paintings 
and artifacts in an effort to make available to 
the public. The result: The day after 
Thanksgiving 2016, the Reboli Center for Art and 
History opened in the former Bank of Suffolk 
County, the only commercial building still 
standing in its original location in the village of 
Stony Brook. 

We talked to Lois Reboli recently to see what 
we can expect from the new Reboli Center, 
what it means for Long Island and what Joseph 
himself would think of the new Center. 


What can we look forward in your Third 
Friday programming? 

We are planning to have lectures. and 
interviews every “Third Friday.” In February 
we're having a Ken Davies show, “Realism in 


the 20th Century.” He was Joe’s teacher at the 
Paier School of Art and is a well-known realist 
painter. Ken will be speaking about his work on 
February 17. Our March 17 guest will be artist 
Dan Pollard. We’re also excited about having 
Christina Strassfield from Guild Hall as our 
April 21 speaker. 


What exhibits can we look forward to? 
February 17 through April will be the Ken 
Davies [exhibit]. May through August we'll 
have “In The Garden.” August through October 
will be “The Whimsy of Vickie Sawyer,” and 
November through January, “The Harvest.” 


What do you think Joseph himself would have 
liked most about the Reboli Center? 

Joseph Reboli was a modest man. I know that 
he felt very blessed to have been able to spend 
his life doing what he loved best, painting. I’m 
also sure that he would feel very honored by 
the support we have gotten to do the Reboli 
Center in his honor. 


What will the Reboli Center mean to the Three 
Villages and to Long Island? 

The Center is just across the street from his 
childhood home. His Aunt Anna worked in the 
building for over 40 years and arranged art 
shows for him when he was young. She bought 
any paintings that were not sold and gave them 
to friends as gifts. Joe just thought he could 
sell anything he painted. The Reboli Center will 
be a warm and welcoming place with both art

and gifts that we hope will be a draw to both 
the Three Village area and beyond. We have 
wonderful museums, shops and music venues 
in Stony Brook; and we will be another great 
asset to the community. 


What are the longterm goals and ambitions of 
the Reboli Center? 

The mission of The Reboli Center for Art and 
History is to promote, educate and inspire the 
public with an understanding, enjoyment and 
appreciation of the life and works of Joseph 
Reboli, other artists, and Long Island history.

Sgt. Pepper’s “Local Hearts Club Band”

n Friday and Saturday, February 3 and 4, Bay 

Street Theater in Sag Harbor is presenting 
a very special musical celebration of the Beatles 
album Sgt. Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band. The 
groundbreaking Sgt. Pepper’s, considered by many 
to, be the highest achievement of the rock era, will 
be performed live from start to finish. Get set. to 
hear such radio staples as “With a Little Help From 
My Friends,” “Lucy in the Sky with Diamonds” and 
“A Day in the Life,” as well as less frequently heard

classics like “Being for the Benefit of Mr. Kite” and 
“Good Morning, Good Morning,” all played live. 

Sag Harbor’s own Joe Lauro, who is co-producing 
the shows with Bay Street’s Gary Hygom, feels that 
the timing couldn’t be better. “It’s coming on the 
50th anniversary of Sgt. Pepper’s release, and it’s the 
winter so there’s room in the Bay Street schedule for 
this kind of thing.” Lauro, who will play bass on the 
shows, assembled a band including members of the 
HooDoo Loungers, Mamalee Rose and Friends, and 
local sidemen—including a four-person horn section. 
“They are all stellar musicians, and Michael Schiano 
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Michael Heller 


The Sgt. Pepper crew in living, grooving color 


(guitarist and musical director for the shows) has 
been great at capturing the right sounds.” 

For Schiano, that means following the Beatles’ 
own arrangements. “Their arrangements are really 
smart,” he says. “I didn’t actually know how well they 
would work live, but we’ve discovered in rehearsal 
that they’re surprisingly reproducible.” 

There might have been some fear and trepidation 
going into rehearsals because of the mystique 
surrounding this legendary album. In 1967, the Beatles 
decided, for various reasons, to stop performing 
live. So when they embarked on recording what 
became Sgt. Pepper’s, they felt an increased freedom 
to compose and arrange songs in ways that they 
wouldn’t be able to reproduce live—they no longer 
had to worry about performing the songs. “The 
Beatles themselves never played songs from Sgt. 
Pepper’s live,” Lauro points out. With this new 
freedom, and with the aid of their own miraculous 
talent, they were able to create a diversity of sonic 
landscapes over the course of the record’s 13 songs. 
Think of the trippy “Lucy in the Sky with Diamonds,” 
with its almost completely different instrumentation 
between verse and chorus. Or “Fixing a Hole,” 
which is accompanied mainly on the harpsichord. 
Later, “Being for the Benefit of Mr. Kite” brilliantly 
succeeds in conjuring a circus atmosphere. 

All of this might have made it impossible for the 
Beatles to recreate Sgt. Pepper’s live, but, as Schiano 
points out, a lot has changed in 50 years, as musical 
technology goes. “Technology has progressed so 
much that you have these precise sounds at your 
fingertips,” he says. He was even able to locate the 
animal sounds that pervade the ending of “Good 
Morning, Good Morning,” and for the show those 
sounds will be triggered by keyboardist Fred Gilde. “I 
think people will have a lot of fun having this record 
reproduced for them live,” says Schiano. 

Adding to the fun will be the staging and lighting 
design—both created by Hygom—elements of Bay 
Street shows that make concerts there unique on 
the East End. While he and Lauro toyed with the 
idea of having the band wear the candy-colored 
uniforms worn by the Beatles on Sgt. Pepper’s famous 
album cover, they thought better of it. “Remember, 
the Beatles were in their 20s when they made Sgt. 
Pepper’s,” says Lauro. “They could pull off those 
costumes—but not us.” Instead, the stage will be set 
up to suggest a Sgt. Pepper’s-era recording session. 

So take this opportunity to hear a groundbreaking 
record recreated in person. A splendid time is 
guaranteed for all.

Dopo la Spiaggia in East Hampton is Dope!

y husband and I were correct in our belief that 

we were headed to a hot new restaurant in 
the deep off-season last month. There were a lot of 
tables to choose from when we arrived, but, by the 
time we left, the place was packed like it used to be 
in the summer when the space housed Race Lane! 
Busy and buzzy. 

Also similar to Race Lane, there were a good 
number of children in the mix of patrons. But the 
place has undergone a refurbishment to a simple, 
cool-chic vibe featuring fun, hanging light fixtures. 
Does their soft, white-on-white framing remind 
anyone else of ravioli, | wonder? And the food 
is authentically southern Italian. In fact, it’s basically 
the same menu that chef/owner Maurizio Marfoglia 
offers at his original Sag Harbor restaurant of 
the same name. Dopo la Spiaggia means “after 
the beach.” 

After being seated in semi-seclusion (our preferred 
habitat) behind the big fireplace, we were immediately 
presented with a basket of fragrant, artisan bread 
and dipping oil. Tempting, but I’m strong—I started 
with a glass of house Pino Grigio. Husband went for 
an East Side of Hendricks gin, St. Germain, lemon 
juice, basil leaves, agave and cucumber purée, which 
he quite liked. 

Our server Ryan urged us to “sit back, relax, 
take a nap if you want.” He’s certainly a helpful 
and experienced server. But he told us he was new 
to the staff. The “bon appétit” he delivered with

each item made us wonder if his last gig was at a 
French restaurant. 

Maybe the middle-aged couple at the next table 
playing tonsil hockey was a little confused as to 
where they were. Yes, the food is southern Italian, 
but this is not Rome. Please, don’t “do as the Romans 


do” in their public parks, streets and fountains 
while waiting for your meal. Let’s just say that there 
was quite a bit of slurping emanating from their 
banquette before their pasta arrived. As a collector 
of. overheard quotes, I feel that this one stands out, 
delivered from the male side of that coupling: “What?

2016’s Top 10 Hamptons Real Estate 


Deals

oe & Country has released their top 10 list 
of the most expensive Hamptons properties 
sold in 2016. Depending on how you look at it, 
2016 was either a biggish year for real estate or 
what Town & Country is calling the “Year of the 
Great Divide.” Town & Country reports sales 
of parcels separately, even if a number are sold 
at once in a deal with a single seller and single 
buyer. For example, they’re ranking the $110 million 
sale of Lily Pond Lane properties separately; so 
that 101 Lily Pond Lane comes in at number 
two and 93 Lily Pond Lane at number seven, 
even though they’re both part of the same sale. 
Ditto with the Actors Colony Road sale of 
Richard Gere’s Strongheart Manor to Matt 
Lauer. This tends to make the deals look smaller 
than they were. 

What Town & Country is calling “the Great Divide” 
is the difference between their ranked number 
two sale of $63 million and the number three sale of 
$27.5 million. Town & Country notes that 2012 was 
the last time #3 was in the $20s. However, again, 
the list would come in differently if multiple 
parcels sold at once were added _ together. 
Furthermore, the list is dependent on exactly 
when a property is considered to be _ sold: 
property records show that 16 Cliff Drive, 
Montauk, better known as Eothen, the former 
Warhol estate, officially changed hands on 1/12/16 for 
$48.7 million, but it’s not on the T&C list. 

Now, to the list! 


1. $70,000,000 199 Lily Pond Lane, East Hampton 
Josephine Chaus to David Geffen 

The biggie, of course, was the April sale of the 
oceanfront Lily Pond Lane estate of the late fashion 
executive Josephine Chaus to entertainment mogul 
David Geffen. Geffen paid $70 million. The two-acre 
spread includes two buildings, including a gambrel- 
style main house, a pool, tennis court, and-its own 
small pond. 


2. $63,800,000 101 Lily Pond Lane, East Hampton 
Scott Bommer to Michael S. Smith 

Just down the road: hedgie (and serial flipper) 
Scott Bommer sold 101 Lily Pond Lane to Houston 
gas billionaire Michael S. Smith for $63.8 million. He 
also sold two other parcels at the same time for a 
total of 6.2 acres and $110 million. Bommer had paid 
$93.9 million in spring 2014 for the properties. 


3. $27,500,000 Squabble Lane, Southampton 
Sullivan Catherine Mcd to Berger Irving, 
Forstmann J Anthony, etc. 

We think $27.5 million (a mere $18 million off the 
original asking price of $45 million) is a bargain for 
4.5 acres of land with 500 feet of oceanfront and 
private frontage on Wickapogue Pond. There’s also a 
large, dated house by Francis Fleetwood. 


4. $27,250,000 196 Bay Lane, Water Mill 
Emanuel, Elizabeth Stern to Calf Creek LLC 
An eight-bedroom gambrel decorated by Steven 
Gambrel, along with 2.7 bayfront acres, a sunken 
tennis court, pool and dock, originally asked 
$33 million. 


5. $23,935,500 26 Actors Colony Road, Sag Harbor 
Tushita Trust to 26 Actors Colony LLC 

This is part of Strongheart, Richard Gere’s home 

in North Haven, sold to Matt Lauer and family. 
(“Tushita Trust”? Not sure we want to know.)

6. $23,614,800 77 Ox Pasture Road, Southampton 
Scott, Courtney Goldstein to 
Ox Pasture Properties LLC 
Gardenside, the beautiful former estate of 
Consuelo. Balsan, once the Duchess_ of 
Marlborough, comprises a beautiful 9,000 square 
foot house built in 1873. It recently renovated 
and has 1.84 acres of land with a clay tennis 
court and 45’ pool. The original asking price was 
$28 million. 


7. $22,000,000 207 Highland Terrace, Southampton 
Highland Terrace Realty to 
Hampton Highland LLC 
A modern compound built by former Goldman
